Johann Gutenberg (c. 1400-1468) 
The German printer Johann Gutenberg is 
traditionally credited with inventing the 
type mould in the mid-15th century. This 
brought about the widespread use of 
movable type printing with type cast in 
moulds and then handset.

Indian nationalist leader Mohandas 
= Gandhi spent his life campaigning for 
human rights in India. His strategy 
was to use a combination of passive 
resistance to and non-cooperation 
with the British, who ruled India. 
Gandhi said the Russian writer Leo 
Tolstoy, the American writer Henry 
David Thoreau, and the teachings of 
Jesus Christ inspired his techniques. 
In 1947 Gandhi's pacifist efforts 
helped bring an end to British rule in 
India.

Thus, Though concentration and 
relaxation seem to be two opposite 
States of mind, a person who has will power 
can easily attain both. If you learn to relax at 
will, you can develop will power also, if you can 
learn to concentrate, you can develop your will 
power with respect to many other things. You will be able 
to make your mind do what you want.

How do we know whether someone has will power or not? 
Any person who has developed the ability to concentrate 
deeply ona subject for quite some time has will power. 
Suppose you have to leave on a picnic or a journey, by the 
morning train. Anyone in the group who says, “I'll get up at 
five tomorrow morning,” and does get up, even without 
the help of an alarm clock, has will power. Anyone who 
has a very good memory has will power, though lack of a 
good memory does not necessarily mean lack of will 
power.

Political contentions have 
increasingly interfered with an 
avowed aim of the modern 
Olympics, that of fostering 
international amity. In the 1936 


Berlin Olympics Adolf Hitler refused to recognize the 
achievements of Jesse Owens, a black American who won 
four gold medals. The 1972 games, held in Munich, West 
Germany (now part of the united Federal Republic of 
Germany), were marked by a tragedy growing out of political 
conditions in the Middle East. Members of an Arab guerrilla 
organization killed two Israeli athletes and took nine 
hostages, who were later killed, along with five of the 
guerrillas and a West German policeman, in a gun battle with 
police at a Munich airport. Olympic activities were 
suspended for a day to hold memorial services for the 
murdered {sraeli athletes. Political issues also marred the 
1976 games, held in Montreal, Canada. The host Canadian 
government refused to allow the Taiwanese team to carry its 
flag or have its national anthem played at the games. The 
Taiwanese thereupon withdrew. A second issue involved 
most of the black African nations. They demanded that New 
Zealand be excluded from the Olympics because one of its 
rugby teams had recently played in South Africa, whose 
racial policies these black African nations opposed. When 
their demand was refused, 31 nations withdrew their teams 
from the competition in support of the black African 
nations. 

The United States, after much debate, withdrew 
from the 1980 games held in Moscow, in the former 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR), in 
protest at the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. About 
64 other nations also boycotted the 1980 games. 
The USSR, citing doubts about security measures, 
withdrew from the 1984 games in Los Angeles; 15 
other nations followed suit. Record 160 nations 
participated in the 1988 Olympics in Seoul, South 
Korea; the only political controversy at these games 
centered around North Korea's unsuccessful bid to 
serve as co_host. The 1992 Olympics in Barcelona,

Early Cinema 

The earliest films showed just one scene, which ran for 
about a minute. A. Smith invented the basic technique of 
breaking a filmed scene down into a number of shots taken 
from different camera positions in his films Grandma's 
Reading Glass 1900), As Seen Through a Telescope (1901), 
and The Little Doctors (1901). 


The Nickelodeon Boom 

In the early period, prints of films were sold outright by 
length, at so much per foot, through specialist film sales 
organisations to the showmen who exhibited them as items 
on a variety bill, or who travelled the countryside showing 
them in tent theatres. There were no permanent theatres 
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cinematography- Technicolor. This was 


dedicated solely to showing films. 


The Feature Film 
European filmmakers led the way towards longer films 
lasting several reels. The most notable of these were the 
Italian films dealing with subjects from Greek and Roman 
antiquity, such as La 
Caduta di Troia (1910: 
The Fall of Troy), and 
Cabiria (1914), both 
made by Giovanni 
Pastrone. The Birth of a 
Nation proved an 
immense commercial 
success in 1915.

Practical systems for synchronising recorded sound with 
films had been demonstrated from the early 1920s, when 
good electronic amplifiers became available, but it was only 
in 1926 that Warner Bros. introduced them. 

By the late 1930s, the major technical development was the 
first realisation of a successful system of full-colour 
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filming from 1934, but mainly only in very 
special productions such as Gone With the 
Wind (1939), because of its cost.

The main new trend in the bulk of ordinary Hollywood 
production from the 1970s onward was an increasing 
number of extremely expensive, all-action pictures, many of 
them on science-fiction subjects. In these, special effects 
played a bigger part than ever before. The trend was partly 
begun by George Lucas with Star Wars (1977), but by far the 
most commercially successful film-maker in this area is 
Steven Spielberg, whose films such as Jurassic Park 
heralded a new form of cinema. The other major innovation 
has been the use of computer animation for the production of 


special effects. 
star wars 1977 
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he first adding 

machine, a precursor 

of the digital computer, 
was devised in 1642 by the 
French scientist, 
mathematician, and 
philosopher Blaise Pascal. 
This device employed a 
series of ten-toothed wheels, 
each tooth representing a 
digit from 0 to 9. The wheels 
were connected so _ that 
numbers could be added to 
each other by advancing the wheels by a correct number of 
teeth. In the 1670s the German philosopher and 
mathematician Gottfried Wilhelm Leibniz improved on this 
machine by devising one that could also multiply. 
The French inventor Joseph 
Marie Jacquard, in designing 
an automatic loom, used thin, 
perforated wooden boards to 
control the weaving of 
complicated designs. During 
the 1880s the American 
Statistician Herman Hollerith 
conceived the idea of using 
perforated cards, similar to 
Jacquard's boards, for 
processing data. Employing a 
system that passed punched 
cards over electrical contacts, he was able to compile 
Statistical information for the 1890 United States census. 
Also in the 19th century, the British mathematician and 
inventor Charles Babbage worked out the principles of the 
modem digital computer. He conceived a number of 
machines, such as the Difference Engine, that were 
designed to handle complicated mathematical problems. 
Many historians consider Babbage and his associate, the 
mathematician Augusta Ada Byron, Countess of Lovelace, 
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calculated by means of rotating shafts and gears. Lord 
Kelvin built a mechanical tide predictor that was a 
specialised analogue 
computer. During 
World Wars | and Il, 
mechanical and, later, 
electrical analogue 
computing systems 
were used as torpedo 
course predictors in 
Submarines and as 
bombsight controllers in aircraft. 

During World War Il a team of scientists and 
mathematicians, working at Bletchley Park, north of London, 
created one of the first all-electronic digital computers, 
Colossus, which incorporated 1,500 vacuum tubes. It was 
used successfully to crack German radio messages 
~_ enciphered in the Enigma code. 

In the United States, a prototype electronic 
machine had been built as early as 1939 by 
John Atanasoff and Clifford Berry at lowa 
state College. But its was soon 
overshadowed by the development of the 
Electronic Numerical Integrator And 
Computer (ENIAC) in 1945. ENIAC was 
granted a patent, which was overturned 
decades later, in 1973, when the machine 
was revealed to have incorporated principles 
first used in the Atanasoff-Berry Computer 
(ABC). 

ENIAC contained 18,000 vacuum tubes and had a speed of 
several hundred multiplications per minute, but originally its 
program was wired into the processor and had to be 
manually altered. Later machines were built with program

Storage, based on the ideas 
of the Hungarian American 
mathematician John von 
Neumann. The instructions, 
like the data, were stored 
within a "memory", freeing 
the computer from the speed 
limitations of the paper tape 
-~ reader during execution and 
permitting problems to be 
solved without rewiring the 
computer. 

The use of the transistor in computers in the late 1950s 
marked the advent of smaller, faster, and more versatile 
logical elements than were 
possible with vacuum tube 
machines. Because transistors 
use much less power and have a 
much longer life, this 
development alone was 
responsible for the improved 
machines called second- 
generation computers. 
Components became smaller, as 
did inter-component spacings, 
and the system became 
much less expensive to 
build. 

Late in the 1960s the 
integrated circuit, or IC, was 
introduced, making it 
possible for many transistors 
to be fabricated on one 
silicon substrate, with 
interconnecting wires plated 
in place. The IC resulted in a 
further reduction in price, 
size, and failure rate. The 
microprocessor became a reality in the mid 1970s with the 
introduction of the large-scale integrated (LS!) circuit and, 
later, the very large-scale integrated (VLSI) circuit 
(microchip), with many thousands of interconnected 
transistors etched into a single silicon substrate. 

Computers in the 1970s were generally able to handle eight 
switches at a time. That is, they could deal with eight binary 
digits, or bits, of data, at every cycle. A group of eight bits is 
called a byte, each byte containing 256 possible patterns of 
ONs and OF Fs (or 1s and Os). 

The development of processors that can handle 16, 32, and 
64 bits of data at a time has increased the speed of 
computers. The complete collection of recognisable 
pattems the total list of operations of which a computer is 
Capable Is called its instruction set.

INDIA WAKES TO FIND THE 
MILLENNIUM DAWNS ON ITS 
DOORSTEP 


The first sunrise of the next millennium will not be out in 
the Pacific somewhere, but over a small tropical island 
in the far south of the Bay of Bengal. 

Elaborate plans were being made to attract people to 
Katchall island, which Greenwich Observatory has 
recognised as being the first place in the world where 
the sunnse of the new millennium will be. 

Experts from Greenwich confirm that, if the millennium 
Starts at zero hours GMT, the first sunrise must be 
where the Sun Is rising at that precise moment. This 
encompasses half of a great circle running from 
eastern Russia through China, across the Bay of 
Bengal and on towards the Antarctic Circle. On the 
passage through the Bay of Bengal it alights, at 
precisely the right time, on the island of Katchall, in the 
Nicobar chain. 

From Port Blair to Katchall is 230 nautical miles. India's 
director general of tourism, Ashok Pradha, said: "We 
have made arrangements for at least seven ships to 
Sail to Katchall to bring visitors to have a look at the first 
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sunrise of the millennium.” 

The ships are important because, although visitors will be able to 
see Katchall and the Sun's rays falling on it, they will not be 
allowed to disembark. Katchall is more than 12 miles in 
circumference and contains rubber plantations. 

The British Lieutenant Blair sailed here in 1777, instructed to set 
up a penal colony, but was defeated by disease and lack of food 
and water. On the third attempt, in 1858, the colony was 
established, and Port Blair's only historical monument is the grim 
Cellular Jail, a classic panopticon (completed in 1905) where 
prisoners could be kept under constant surveillance. 

Thousands of Indian freedom fighters suffered in the hideous 
conditions and many died. When the Japanese invaded in the 
second World War they carried on the work. 

Andaman's many tribal groups offer another diversion, including 
the Andamanese, exceptional in that they never discovered fire- 
making; and the Jarawa, who sing and dance at each full moon.
